ALCOHOL AS A TRADE BAROMETER— 

HOW REDUCTION OF OUTPUT AND 

INCREASE. IN TAX HAS SENT PRICES 


TO RECORD HIGH LEVEL. 





The enactment of the war revenue bill into law by 
the signature of President Wilson has placed a 
tax of approximately $192,000,000 upon distilled 
spirits, rectified spirits, fermented liquors and wines, 
and has added still another financial burden to users 
of distilled spirits in the drug, chemical, perfume, 
extract and varnish industries among the many others 
thus affected by the new war-expense measure. 

The alcohol situation in this country, during the 
past year particularly, has been most involved. The 
impetus given the prohibition or “‘dry’’ state and 
town movement was followed by the adoption of 
ths ‘“‘bone dry” postoffice regulatory amendment 
which forbade the mailing of advertising, or circu- 
lars, or of Jetters containing price lists of alcohol 
into ‘“‘dry’’ territory, and no exceptions were made 
in the interest of industry, pharmacy, chemistry, ex- 
tract or perfume manufacture, or even of wines for 
sacramental purposes. ‘Too late in that session of 
Congress was the joker discovered, and the act of 
March 3, 1917, remained in force until the passage 
of the war revenue bill last week. 

The situation in regard to the transaction of legit- 
imate business in alcohol with industrial consumers, 
even though located in dry territory, has now been 
remedied by the incorporation in the new revenue 
rneasure of a section (No. 1110), which provides: 


“That section five of the Act approved 
March third, nineteen hundred and seventeen, 
entitled ‘An Act making appropriations for the 
Postoffice Department for the year ending June 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred and eighteen,’ shall 
not be construed to apply to ethyl alcohol for 
governmental, scientific, medicinal, mechanical, 
manufacturing and industrial purposes, and the 
Postmaster General shall prescribe suitable 
rules and regulations to carry into effect this sec- 
tion in connection with the Act of which it is 
amendatory, nor shall said section be held to 
prohibit the use of the mails by regularly or- 
dained ministers of religion; or by officers of 
regularly established churches, for ordering 
wines for sacramental uses, or by manufactur- 
ers and dealers for quoting and billing such 
wines for such purposes only.” 


While affording some measure of distributive re- 
lief, this amending section is of comparatively minor 
importance, now that the manufacture of grain alco- 
hol for beverage purposes has been suspended by 
Presidential order since September 9, for many dis- 
tilleries have been forced to close, and while a num- 
ber have continued to manufacture denatured or in- 
dustrial alcohol many others have been converted 
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to other purposes. Only this week one of the 
largest refineries in one of the Middle States was 
converted into a storage warehouse for potatoes. 

The result has been that supplies have been grow- 
ing more and more scarce and the market more 
and more firm in tone. 

Then came the enactment of the war revenue 
measure, with its huge tax imposts upon distilled 
spirits at the rate of $1.10 a gallon in addition to 
the existing tax, and of $2.10 a gallon if used for 
beverage purposes. An amendment by the Senate, 
which provided for a tax on grain and molasses 
used for the manufacture of alcohol, was stricken 
out of the bill as finally agreed upon by the con- 
ferees, and it does not form a part of the present 
law. 

The immediate effect of the passage of the law 
was an advance in the price of ethyl alcohol in the 
markets of this country. The increase was general 
and of approximately the same amount, although a 
few cents variation either way is noted. Last week’s 
issue of the Reporter in its New York comparative 
price list quoted 188 proof grain alcohol at $4.30 
(@4.32 a gallon. Today the quotation is $5.60 
(46.00, which more than equalizes the additional 
$1.10 tax a gallon imposed by the government. 

It is interesting to note that the same quality 
alcohol sold in August, 1914, the first war month, 
at $2.48(@2.50 a gallon. For a year there was 
but little change since the quotation in October, 
1915, was $2.54@2.56. A year later, in Octo- 
ber, 1916, the price quoted was $2.64@2.66. In 
January of this year the mark of $2.70@2.72 was 
attained, and since that time, and particularly’ since 
the advent of the war in this country, the change has 
been rapid, as the following figures will show:

THINKING IN BILLIONS, TAXING IN 
MILLIONS—THE INDUSTRIES AND 
THE WAR REVENUE LAW. 





Reporter industries, just as every other industry 
in the country is affected, must pay heavily toward 
the expenses of the world war through the new 
revenue law just enacted, but there are certain 
sources of income to the government to: which their 
contributions will be more than ordinarily, large. 

In addition to their proportionate amount of the 
$1,100,000,000 from excess profits, $30,000,000 
in stamp taxes, $60,000,000 in first-class mail 
charges and large contributions to the stamp, to- 
bacco, freight, transportation and other tax items 
making up the enormous total of $2,600,000,000 
to be assessed and collected, these industries will be 
called upon to make large payments toward the fol- 
lowing tax items which directly affect them: 

Distilled and rectified spirits, $140,000,000; 
perfumes and cosmetics, $1,900,000; proprietary 


medicines, $3,000,000; soft drinks and syrups, | 


$13,000,000. 

The new law provides an additional tax of $1.10 
a gallon on distilled spirits, and the same amount 
on all stocks in excess of 50 gallons held by re- 
tailers. A tax of 15 cents a proof gallon must be 
paid on all spirits hereafter rectified or purified. 
Perfumes imported into the United States are made 
subject to a tax of $1.10 a gallon, with smaller 
quantities assessed at a proportionate rate. 

Every manufacturer of toilet articles, of pills, 
tablets, powders, tinctures, etc., and of all medicinal 
preparations must pay an assessment of 2 per cent. 
of the price at which the article is sold. The orig- 
inal draft of this section called for a 5 per cent. 
tax, but this was afterwards amended because of 
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the excess profits and similar assessments levied upon 
business under another heading of the measure. 

To these changed conditions of business conduct 
every industry in this country must accustom itself 
as a most important part of preparation for world 
warfare. There will be confusion, hardship in some 
cases will be inevitable, but after the process of re- 
adjustment shall have been completed the additional 
burden will be carried, smoothly, if not jauntily. 

“To the last man and to the last dollar’ was the 
pledge of President Wilson to the Allies, but with 
the unprecedented increase in American production 
and distribution, in the creation of new industries 
and of new products which are being introduced, as 
rapidly as transportation can be secured, into new 
markets the pledge of Judge Gary that ‘within three 
or four years the United States can provide one hun- 
dred billion dollars without crippling her financial 
strength or interrupting her industrial progress” 
augurs for even greater things than a two and a half 
billion revenue law would indicate. 

With one accord the national associations of the 
great industries are pledging their complete support 
to the President and to the nation. ““We are neither 
Huns nor slackers,”’ declared the Western Petroleum 
Refiners’ Association last week by resolution. The 
N. W. D. A. at Chicago pledged itself to the 
nation individually and collectively. ‘The National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, which opens 
its convention at Chicago tonight at 8 o'clock, will 
also strike the keynote of complete patriotic co- 
operation. 

The war revenue bill imposes a financial burden 
like unto none heretofore faced by American in- 
dustry. Yet, like another Milo of legendary writ, 
the longer the burden is carried the more readily it 
will be shouldered because of the increased incen- 
tive to complete co-ordination of industry and gov- 
ernment in offensive and defensive alliance to the one 
end—the winning of a world war, to lose which 
would prove a more disastrous blow to the indus- 
trial development of this country than any regula- 
tion or enactment, tax levy or governmental control 
of business that could be put into effect.

WHEN A GREAT ASSOCIATION BUILDS 
FOR THE FUTURE OF AN INDUSTRY 
AND NATION—A LESSON FROM THE 
N. W. D. A. 





For three days last week in Chicago approxi- 
mately 600 of the most prominent men in the 
wholesale drug industry considered topics of vital 
importance to themselves, to the public and to the 
nation. It was not an idle gathering of pleasure- 
seekers attracted by an elaborate. programme of en- 
tertainment, for while the latter was most attractive 
and sufficed to pass most agreeably all the time 
available outside the business sessions, it was not 
the principal object of the gathering. 

These men from all sections of the country were 
in Chicago for the consideration of the vital subject, 
“How can we assist the government?”’ While other 
subjects of trade derivation were considered, while 
the customary reports on topics of interest only to 
the Association and its members were made, back 
of it all and underlying all the action taken was the 
always-apparent intention to so consolidate the inter- 
ests represented and so clarify the conditions under 
which the industry has been laboring during the war 
years, that all production and distribution friction 
might be minimized and that the full power of the 
wholesale druggists of this country could be placed 
at the disposal of the Government in the manner 
best adapted to render plus.service with friction and 
delay minus quantities in the equation. 

It was a convention of more than ordinarily con- 
structive effort and accomplishment. The discus- 
sion earlier in the year as to the advisability of 
curtailing the convention proceedings, if not of aban- 
doning the yearly meeting altogether, was given its 
guietus following the announcement by President 
Wilson that this year of all others business men 
should meet-together and discuss in detail and with 
freedom the questions of economic policy so essential 
to the carrying on of business without undue friction 


and without unnecessary handicaps. The result 


was that last week's convention at Chicago wa: 
probably the most representative gathering ever 
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drawn together by the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association. 

The discussions were free, complete, effective 
and constructive, and were wisely guided by Presi- 
dent James M. Morrisson, who, in calling upon his 
speakers upon reports and recommendations, sought 
out the men best fitted to discuss them. The re- 
sult will be seen in the more effective reorganiza- 
tion incident upon the creation of a larger Board of 
Control and of the Senior Council of ex-Presidents, 
which will act as an advisory body. 

The Reporter, as has been its custom for years, 
will issue on Tuesday (tomorrow) a verbatim re- 
port of the convention proceedings, with all ad- 
dresses, reports and discussions, and this will be 
mailed without charge to every subscriber. So much 
was done that to analyze adequately the proceed- 
ings at this time would require more room than is 
available in this extremely crowded issue of the Re- 
porter, although an epitomized report of the conven- 
tion appears on another page. 

One of the most striking exemplifications of the 
purely business methods of this business men’s con- 
gress was the completion of the service of the com- 
mittee on suits, which was discharged after permis- 
sion was given it to prepare a roll of honor of the 
names of contributors to the fund for the payment 
of the claims following the famous Park suits. 
While those firms and individuals cited in these 
suits comprised but a small percentage of the mem- 
bership in the N. W. D. A. still practically every 
member of the national body with splendid unanimity 
shouldered the responsibility for the $165,000 to be 
paid, and through the generous contribution of the 
wholesale drug trade has now met every obligation 
thus assumed. It is interesting to note that when the 
convention met there was still a balance of between 
$20,000 and $30,000 to be pledged, but within one 
business day this sum was vouchsafed and the com- 
mittee discharged with honor. Perhaps in no more

Many Important Topics Considered by Most Prominent 


Men in Drug Industry in 


the Country—Charles E. 


Bedwell, of Omaha, New President. 


Chicago, Oct. 4, 1917. 
The forty-third annual convention of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 


ciation was brought to a close this even- 
ing with a banquet at the Congress Hotel. 

The convention was a memorable one, 
it being the first to be held by the Assvo- 
ciation since the United States entered 
the world war. Never before has a meet- 
ing of the organization been more largely 
or more enthusiastically attended, nor has 
the Association ever held a meeting that 
accomp.ished more for its Members and 
the trade at large than this one. 

The address of President Morrisson and 
the reports of the various committees, 
recommendations of the Board of Con- 
trol and Resolutions that were adopted 
are all of vital interest to the drug trade, 
and many of constructive interest to the 
merchants of the country regardless of 
their business affiliations. 

The extra edition of the Oil, Paint and 
Drug Reporter, which will be published 
tomorrow will contain the official steno- 
graphic report of the proceedings of the

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FISH FERTILIZER 
MEN SEEK RELIEF 


Big Handlers in Conference 
With Government as to 
Commandeering Craft. 


The attention of the fertilizer trade fs 
centered oni the conference now going on 
in Washington at which it is proposed to 


practically eliminate the fish scrap and 
oil industry as a result of the urgent 
sovernment requirements fcr boats of 


every description. The big factories and 
producing plants in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia are now running at only half time. 
In fact many of the smaller plants have 
been closed down entirely as a result 
of the great falling off in the catch of 
menhaden fish, due in part to the limited 
number of boats now in_ operation. 
Capital to tha extent of millions of dol- 
lars has been invested in this trade and 
serious losses are in prospect if the 
proposed government rule goes into force 
immediately. It is now planned to take 
over and control, according to reports, 
all the remaining craft used for 1ishing 
and the like around Chesapeake Bay. 
The amount not already in government 
service is small, in fact ever since the 
war broke out boats of different capacity 
have been taken over, but this sudden 


move will completely end all operations 
given to this industry. 

The fertilizing trade faces a _ serious 
proposition. There is no chance of a 


substitute being manufactured and other 
ammoniates ruling at almost unheard of 
prices, the farmer cannot be expected to 
purchase liberally. In other words one 
of the cheapest of fertilizers, if the pres- 


ent plans go through, will be removed 
from the market. 
In order that some arrangements be 


made and in an effort to try and place 
the position of the fertilizing trade in 
the proper light before the government 
auchorities, Horace Baker, president of 
the National Fertilizer Association; repre- 
sentatives of the big packing plants of 
Swift & ©o., and Armour & Co., G. &. 
Alexander, of G. S. Alexander & Co., and 
a large number of smal'er dealers are now 
attending this conference at Washington 
with the government officials, The trade 
here has hopes that at least the boats 
may be allowed to operate for the balance 
of the season, which covers about 46 
days. In the past the government in 
dealing with the fertilizer trade has been 
fair, naturally looking out for the in- 
tcrest of the farmer, and on this is based 
the idea _ that the decision to be given 
in regard to this industry will be gen- 
erally satisfactory.

POTASH FROM KELP. 


Product Shipped to Government 
Bureau—Work Progressing 


Satisfactorily. 
Washington, Oct. 6, 1917. 


The manufacture of potash from kelp 
has been started in the Federal Govern- 
ment plant at Summerland, Cal. Samples 
of the product have been received at the 
office of fertilizer investigations of the 
Bureau of Soils, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The work is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily after a series of 
delays, and the government chemists be- 
lieve that a valuable new method of 
producing potash has been given to the 
trade, 

The dried kelp is brought in per 
cent. water. It is run through dryers-— 
big, rotary kilns, 50 feet long, 6 feet In 
diameter—and dried down to about 10 per 
cent. moisture. It is then fed into re- 
torts, where it is reduced to char, con- 
taining all the potash salts. 

At present the output of the plant will 
consist of potash-bearing char, because 
the evaporators for producing the salts 
have not yet been delivered. These salts 
are to later be leached out of the char, 
then there is an evaporation of that 
brine and crystallization of the precipi- 
tates. This latter process has been car- 
ried on inithe Bureau of Soils’ laboratory 
from char shipped from the Summerland 
a plant, and the product was of high 
quality. 








Narcotic Thieves Raid Gilman Bros.

Thieves on September 30 entered the 
wholesale drug house of Gilman Bros., 50- 
56 Franklin street, Boston, broke into the 
narcotic room and stole more than 100 
packages of drugs valued at $2,866.

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION MAY REVISE 
GASOLINE AND FUEL OIL PRICE FIGURES 





Fifteen Refiners Whose Books Were Drawn Upon Protest 
at Conference Friday That All Production Costs 
Were Not Included. | 


Washington, Oct. 6, 1917, 

The Tederal Trade Commission met 
here Friday for the purpose of giving the 
oil refiners whose books they have con- 
sulted with the object of determining the 
cost of producing fuel oil and gasoline 
an opportunity to explain the meaning 
of the various items that go to make up 
the conclusions of the commission. This 
action is the result of the action of the 
President in sending the report back to 
the commission so that this course may 
be pursued. 

The hearing was attended by repre- 
sentatives of about fifteen refiners whose 
books were consulted. These refiners 
were convinced that the experts of the 
commission were not qualified to go 
over their books and take off various 
items and then without that intimate 
knowledge the refiners themselves 
possess undertake to figure out the cost 
of refining gasoline and fuel oi!, 


What Are Refining Costs? 


The fact is one of the most dificult 
tasks for the refiner is to tell just how 
much it does cost to produce a given 
product of ofL If refining led to a 
single product the difficulty would be 
greatly reduced, but with a large 
number of products all bringing a differ- 


ent price in the market, the process 
of determining the cost of a _ selected 
article becomes very intricate. 

Just. what the commission found to be 
the cost of production of gasoline and 
fuel oil has been carefully guarded, al- 


though they have been numerous reports 
afloat claiming to quote the exact cust. 
llowever, when the question of fixing 
a price for these articles which would 
be paid by the United States and its 
allies came up, it became apparent that 
the figures of .he commission: were iower 








than those compiled privately by the 
refiners. Different prices! were deter- 
mined for the different oil fields to con- 
form to varying costs, but im all ¢ 
the commission was far more optimi 
than were the refiners. 
May Revise Report. 
As a resuit of this hearing it is be- 


lieved the commission will revise its ideas 
of the cost of producing fuel oil and 
gasoline. The hearing took the form 
of an intimate conference over the vari- 
ous systems of bookkeeping and an ex- 
change of views as to the intricacies of 
cost accounting as applied to these 
products. A week or two will be re- 


juired for the. commission. to. revise its 
report and in the meantime there will 
be.no obstacle in the way of the govern- 


ment obtaining all the fuel oil and gaso- 
line it’ needs. It will get the oil, pay 
three-fourths of its estimated value and 
make a settlement as soon as a price 
Is agreed upon, 

While Congress empowered the Presi- 
dent through the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to fix the price of fuel oil and 


natural gas it did not give 


such power in 
the 


case of gasoline, so that in pur- 
chases of the latter an amicable agree- 
ment will have to be reached. 


Unusual Costs Not Considered. 


The hearing developed the fact tiat 
several items of expense in the produc- 
tions of fuel oil and gasoline the refiners 
believed should be included in the cost of 
production had not been so considered by 
the commission. Among these were un- 
usual war taxes, cost of selling and cost 
of carrying oil stocks to guard against 
a shortage of supply. 

Judge Greer, of the Magnolia Oil Com. 
pany, pointsd out that since these costs 
of production were made up June 1 crude 
oil had increased 30 cents a barrel, and 
the labor incrédse had been 20 per cent.; 
also all material had increased in cost a 
labor increase had been 20 per cent.; alsu 
all material had increased in cost. 

“The thing I want to impress upon 
you,” said Judge Greer, “is not to tie us 
down to a price at any one time.” 

He also referred to the pipeline tax and 
also the income tax as things the com- 
mission should consider, 

Mr. Davidson, of the Gulf Company, 
Said -he would prefer to have the com- 
mission find the cost of producing fuel oil 
and gasoline as it applies to the entire 


business, including selling costs, and 
then thake an allowance for the Jarger 
GeXvertey to the government and... the 
ailles, 

Gecrge W. McKnight, of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, suggested 
that different grades of crude result in 
different costs of production of fuel oil, 
so that the cost in each month would 
vary. 

Members of the commmssion showed 
great interest in the views of the refin- 
ers present. 


Later each company present was given 
a private hearing to discuss their own 
, and- to check up the commission’s 
figures, so that their competitors need 
not obtain a knowledge of their business.

Exports Administrative Board Sends Out Detailed State- 
ment Covering Commodities for Shipment Other Than 
to Germany, Her Allies and European Neutral 
Countries. 


Washington, Oct. 6, 1917. 

The following articles, according to 
rulings of the Exports Administrative 
Board, do not require licenses for ex- 
port at present, except when intended 
for Albania, Austria-Hungary, that 
portion of Belgium occupied by the mil- 
itary forces of Germany, Bulgaria, 
Denmark, her colonies, possessions, or 
protectorates; Germany, her colonies, 
possessions, or protectorates; Greece, 
Leichtenstein, Luxembourg, the King- 
dom of the Netherlands, Norway, 
Spain, her colonies, possessions, or 
protectorates; Sweden, Switzerland, or 
Turkey (excluding any portion of the 
foregoing occupied by the military 
forces of the United States or the na- 


tions associated with the United 
States in the war) or any territory oc- 
cupied by the military forces of Ger- 


many or her allies. 
Dates of Classification. 
The board has further determined 


that if any of these articles are sub- 
sequently classified as requiring a li- 
cense, nevertheless, they will in gen- 
eral be allowed to proceed without li- 
cense when covered by ocean bill of 
lading or by railroad bill of lading 
marked “For export,” dated on or be- 
fore the date classified. There may, 
of course, be some special instances 
where for certain reasons the embargo 
will have to be effective immediately, 
regardless of ‘when the goods were 
shipped, but these cases will be rare, 
and special attention will be called to 
them at the time publicity is given to 
the fact that they have been classified 
as requiring a license. All future clas- 
sification lists will give the date of 
classification and will be given pub- 
licity, so as to minimize any question 
in the minds of shippers or carriers 
as to what articles do and what ar- 
ticles do not require a license.

Export licenses may be granted, how- 
ever, for the above articles when des- 
tined for actual war purposes, or when 


they will directly contribute thereto; and 
in certain unusual cases when such ex- 
ports will contribute directly to the im- 
mediate production of important com- 
modities required by the United States; 
and also in certain other cases where the 
articles may be exported in limited quan- 
tities without detriment to this coun- 
try, such as food grains and fats, which 
require the approval of the Food Ad- 
ministrator,. 

Individual licenses will be required for 
shipments to Canada, Newfoundland, 
ind Mexico for all of the above-men- 
tioned articles which are covered by 
railroad and/or ocean bill of lading 
dated on or after October 1, 1917. This 
date has been fixed in order to avoid in- 
terference with goods in transit. 

To the lists of export articles requir- 
ing a license—as published in the Re- 
rorter of September 3 and September 10 


the following-named should be added to 
make the list complete:—

In making this announcement, the Ex- 
ports Administrative Board takes 6c- 
easion to advise exporters and commis- 
sion agents of the necessity of securing 
export licenses before making purchases 
for export or engaging freight space or 
tonmage for all articles on the conserv- 
etion list. The granting of export li- 
censes for the shipment of the food 
products and fats in the ‘conservation 
list’”’ to countries other than those as- 
seciated with the United States in the 
war is now being delayed; as, on the ad- 
vice of the Food Administration, it is 
mot desired) to have any considerable 
auantities of the above articles exported. 
Heretofore, many applications have been 
made by telegraph, but this practice will 
not be necessary, if the above advice is 
followed, as telecraphic applications can 
not receive a preference.

Trading With Enemy Law Opens 
Way to Employment of Foreign 


Owned Patents. 
Washington, Oct. 6, i917. 
The trading with the enemy bill has be- 
come a law and will effectually prevent 
any goods reaching enemy countries 
from the United States. It will continue 
in force untli the ratification of a treaty 


of peace unless the President shall fix an 
earlier date. 

This measure prohibits the trading with 
any country without a license from the 
President in every instance in which the 
President shall deem a license necessary. 

An amendment to the bill authorized 
the President to permit enemy insurance 
companies to do business in this country 
luring the period of the war by the 
granting of licenses. Or the President 
may prohibit such companies from doing 
any business here. 

The President is also authorized to ap- 
point an official to be known as the alien 
property custodian who shall be empow- 
ered to receive all money and property 
in the United States due or belonging to 
an enemy or ally of enemy which may 
we paid to such custodian under the pro- 
visions of the act. All persons holding 
such property are required to report the 
ame to this custodian. The statute of 
timitations shall be suspended in the case 
of such enemy or ally of enemy persons 
during the period of the war. The rela- 
tions that shall exist between enemy per- 
sons and citizens of the United States is 
prescribed in many particulars. 

The measure also throws open to the 
public all patents, trade-marks, print, 
label or copyright belonging to an enemy 
or ally of enemy subject, but provision 
is made by which such use shall be ac- 
counted for to the owner of such patent, 
ete., through a court proceeding, the 
adjustment to be made at the conclusion 
of the war. 

Violation of the provisions of this act 


shall be punished by fine or imprison- 
ment or both in the case of a natural 
person and the officer of a_ corporation 


who knowingly participates in such vio- 
lation shall be dealt with in like man- 
ner. 

The district courts of the United States 
are given jurisdiction to enforce the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Provision is also made to prohibit the 
publication of objectionable matter in 
any foreign language publication.

INSECTICIDES SCARCE. 


Complaints to Federal Bureaus Have 
Led to Hearty Co-operation by 


Government. 
Washington, Oct. 6, 1917. 

Lecause of a serious shortage and high 
prices for insecticides and _ fungicides 
grave concern is felt by government offi- 
cials and by trade organizations that 
there will be a serious destruction of 
truck and fruit crops next season, par- 
ticularly of the potato crop. In some sec- 
tions extensive spraying campaigns have 
had to be abandoned, and there is prom- 
ise of even worse conditions for the 
spring crops, 

The Bureau of Plant Industry has al- 
ready been appealed to by the growers 
and marketing associations in several 
sections. So also has the Bureau of 
Chemistry, and some of the best chemists 
from each of these bureaus are now seek- 
ing a remedy. Dr. Carl L. Alsburg, chief 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, and Dr. 
William A, Taylor, chief of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry, both told a represen- 
tative of the Reporter that they realize 
the situation is very serious; that they 
are having a_ thorough investigation 
made, and that they intend to do a'l in 
their power to safeguard the truck and 
fruit crops. 

Shortage and 
paris green and other insecticides and 
fungicides makes spraying almost pro- 
hibitive, the farmers have told these gov- 
ernment officials in many letters received 
not only from individuals but from asso- 
ciations of producers. 

In co-operation with metallurgists rep- 
resenting the Bureau of Mines of the In- 
terior Department, the Department of 
Agriculture investigators are seeking to 
determine just how much the high prices 
are really justified.

“NOT A SLACKER NOR A HUN” AMONG OIL 
MEN RESOLVE PASSED BY BIG REFINERS 


Billion Dollar Banquet of Western Association at Kansas 
City Hears A. C. Bedford, Sir Frederick Black, Harry 
F. Sinclair and Others on Petroleum and the War. 


Three hundred oil men from all sec- 
tions of the country gathered at the 
banquet board of the Western 
Petroleum Refiners’ Association at the 
Hotel Muehlbach last Monday night. 
The ostensible object of the banquet 
was the opportunity it afforded to 
hear and to meet President A, C. Bed- 
ford of the Standard Oil Company of 


New Jersey, who is also chairman of 
the petroleum sub-committee of the 
Council of National Defense, and Sir 


Frederick Black, as representing the 
British Empire, who told of the re- 
quirements of his nation. “If the oil 
men of America furnish the fuel for 
or battleships,’’ he declared ‘the pattle 
will then be almost over.” Sir Fred- 
erick Black is of the British Admiralty 
and the head of the British Oil Com- 
mission in charge of purchases in the 
United States. 

The keynote of the banquet ad- 
dresses was patriotic helpfulness to the 
governmert, and was voiced in the fol- 
lowing resolutions offered by Judge J. J. 
Shea of Bartlesville, Okla., and which 
were adopted unanimously amid great 
enthusiasm: 

tesolved, That the producers, trans- 
porters, refiners and marketers of 
crude oil and all its products here as- 
sembled pledge anew their individual 
loyalty to the government and are 
ready with every resource at their 
command when their country calls; 
and when the roll is called there will 
not be found a.s‘a‘ker or a Hun 
among them, 


President H. G. James, of the Refin- 
ers’ Association, was the toastmaster. 


President Bedford’s Address. 


Chairman Bedford in part said:— 

It is unusually stimulating to be with 
you gentlemen tonight, for this occasion 
is pruof of the patriotism that is charac- 
teristic of the oil men of the nation. This 
patriotism has been impressed upon me 
time and time again in connection with 
.-my work as chairman of the Petroleum 
Committee of the Council of National 
Defense. Not only has it been the cause 
of the splendid co-operation which the 
committee has received from the oil men 
of the country, but it has stirred young 
men in the refineries and in the oil fields 
to stop drilling and take up arms to fight 
for their country’s cause. It has moved 
the men who have not gone to war to 
back up the men who soon will be in the 
trenches in France by generous subscrip- 
tions for Liberty loan bonds, 

This gathering tonight is another in- 
stance of the patriotic fervor of the oil 
men. Flere are assembled a representa- 
tive body of men from the four great 
divisions of the oil business, namely, the 
producing, transporting, refining ana 
marketing. Many of them have had dif- 
ferences in the past. Some of them have 
been wont to regard one another as ene- 
mies in business. Part of this hostility 
was undoubtedly due to lack of under- 
standing, and yet, in times of peace, it 
would have been practically impossible to 


have brought us together around these 
tables. We are here because we are 


stirred by but one thought. That is love 
of country and a keen desire to let by- 
fones be bygones and to join hands in 
doing our share in the midst of the ter- 
rific dangers confronting the nation. 

The one great task before all of us is 
to win this war, and to accomplish this 
we must each of us do his ungrudging 
share. <A _ spirit of co-operation, of in- 
telligent efficiency, of ‘get-together’ 
must guide us at every step. 

I tell you again, gentlemen, only as 
we prove our fitness to run business, will 
we be allowed to run it in the future. 
Price fixing is a paramount issue of the 
day. “So long as demand and supply 
have free play in a commodity, we had 
best leave it alone,’’ said Mr. Hoover the 
other day, and I believe we can regard 
this us the statement of a fairly definite 
policy; but no commodity will be left 
alone long when these two great natural 
icrces of supply and demand are tampered 
with unduly. Selfish insistence on the 
part of a few even in increasing their 
wealth by enormous war profits, will do 
more harm to the country and its free 
democratie institutions, and eventually to 
the profiteers themse!ves, than could ever 
be counteracted if, later on, they gave 
their entire fortunes to be used for the 


social and economic benefit of the com- 
munity, because such selfishness inevit- 
ably will engender class prejudice and 


hatred, and we would soon find ourselves 
headed straight for the Gulf of Socialism. 

In other words, the profiteering so just- 
ly condemned by our President is to be 
avoided, a position we all stand by him 
in,

the very conditions which 
vour business to exist. Forget your tech- 
nica! and temporary rights and self-in- 


terest, and you help to preserve for your- 
self and your children the individualistic 


system in which we all believe. 
In these times of stress I have been 
proud of the sple ndid co-operation of the 


oil men and the help they have rendered 
the government. It has convinced me 
that not one of you men will be lacking 
in the tremendous part which the oil in- 
Custry must play in this war, for, with 


the war,- new duties have been imposed 


upon the oil men. Just as oil was one 
of the fundamental bases of prosperity in 
times of peace, so it is a still more im- 
portant factor of victory in war, 


Must Ship to Allies. 


During war it is the duty of the pro- 
ducer of the crude oil and the refiner to 
see to it that the vast economic structure 
—the wonderful industrial mechanism 
and the great transportation system of 
the country—is not interrupted and is not 
broken down by the lack of oil produc- 
tion. It is our duty, too, to see to it that 
the additional demands of the war arw 
met by us, that the increased calls for 
oil for naval vessels and the constantly 
increasing calls for gasoline for motor 
trucks, for Motor boats, for automobiles 
and for aeroplanes, are fully and quickly 
answered. Here, as you readily perceive, 
we are a tremendous factor in the mech- 
anism of war. 

This is the situation presented to the 
Petroleum Committee appointed by the 
Council of National Defense, to co-oper- 
ate with the government in secur’ng the 
oil products necessary to the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

There are great demands made upon 
the oil industry for peace and war con- 
sumption The most insistent demand, 
of course, comes for gasoline. When one 
figures up the daily consumption of gas- 
oline by the army and the navy and adds 
to it the demands of industry and pleas- 
ure, it seems clear that next year there 
will be calls for at least 55,000,000 barrels 
of gasoline 

This estimate includes the needs of our 
allies, of England, France and Italy, and 
they are not wasting gasoline over there. 
So, when any one says to you, ‘‘Why not 
keep our gasoline at home?’’ you may 
correctly answer that the gasoline which 
is being shipped from this country goes 
to fight your war and my war; goes to 
support our American boys in the 
trenches in France. 

There are increased demands, of course, 
fer lubricating oil by factories that are 
turning out munitions of war. There is 
a steadily increasing demand for oil for 
railroads aad for fuel oil for many of our 
battleships. The greatest increase, haw- 
ever, has been in the requirements tor 
gusoline. 

Thus far the oil refiners have been able 
to furnish enough gasoline for home con- 
sumption and for the allies. That they 
have done s9, however, has been due to 
their resourcefulness and foresight. They 


foresaw this situation and have been 
bending every energy toward = solving 
these problems. They have hired scien-

tists and they have themselves devoted 
time and thought to the question of ex- 
tracting more and more gasoline from 
the crude oil, 


By the cracking process it has been 


possible to obtain more than the esti- 
mated amount of gasoline from crude, 
so that the refiners, by their ingenuity, 


by their readiness to take a risk and to 
make every effort, have real y been keep- 
ing ahead of the growing demani(ls. 
Whereas they have been often charged 
with throttling the business, they have, 
on the contrary, by their skill and fore- 
sight proved themselves benefactors of 
the nation. 

The increased demands upon the trade 
have led to a great development in the 
refining business and many new con- 
cerns have come into existence, some of 
them with large capitalization and re- 
sources. About the middle of 1916 there 
were 302 refineries in the country with an 
aggregate estimated capacity of over 1,- 
000,000 barrels of crude a day, and since 
then that capacity has been increased, so 
that the refining capacity today is up- 
wards of 350,000,000 barrels per annum. 
In other words, there are more than 
enough refineries in the country to handle 
all the crude oil that is being produced. 

In fine, then, more crude oil is neces- 
sary to meet the demands for gaso ine; 
but the producing situation has been 
grave. 


Big Falling Off in Completions. 


In connection with production, it is tn- 
teresting to observe that in spite of the 
highest prices ever paid for crude in this 
country, the number of oil wells corn- 


pleted in the first half of 1917 was 2,994 
less than the same period of 1916, and 
that the initial production of the wells 


was 107,548 barrels less than in 1916. There 
are two reasons for this. One was the 
increased cost of labor, second was the 
increased cost of drilling material, and 
the almost prohibitive price of oil tank 
steel, while in some sections of the coun- 
try it was absolutely impossible to ob- 
tain casings for the wells. The price of 
crude oil, in other words, was probably 
not sufficient to stimulate drillers to take 
the big risk of drilling in new fields. 

In brief, then, the situation confronting 
us today is that the demand for oil pro- 
duction is greater than the supply of 
crude oil. This condition applies through- 
cut the world. : 

Hence the necessity that we realize how 
great is the need for mobilizing our en- 
tire resources, our full man power, and 
above all the full patriotic spirit of the 
nation without delay, in order that this 
ghastly conflict may be brought to a 
close within the next two years or sooner,

SULPHURIC ACID 
PROBLEM SOLVED 


Double Acid Phosphate Proc- 
ess Perfected by Bureau 
of Soils. 


Washington, Oct. 6, 1917. 

How to effect a tremendous saving in 
sulphuric acid so as to bring the con- 
sumption within the possibilities of pro- 
ducing, is a very serious war problem 
that has been solved by the Bureau of 
Soils, United States Department of Agri- 
ore at the Arlington farm labora- 
ory. 

_Laboratory tests looking to this solu- 
tion were preciously described in an ex- 
clusive story in the Reporter. Expert- 
ments on a commercial scale have been 
made through a co-operative arrange- 
ment with a Hoboken plant, and so sat- 
isfactory have been the results under 
actual trade conditions that the trade 
generally has shown unusual interest, 
several chemical and fertilizer concerns 
are seriously considering making use of 
the process and one chemical concern is 
putting in an installation. 

How important this process is to the 
Government at a time when war de- 
mands a steady and enormous production 
of sulphuric acid can best be judged from 
the fact that the war chiefs have esti- 
mated a need for 8,000,000 tons of sul- 
phurie acid during the next year. The 
present sulphuric acid equipment in the 
United States, running at its utmost ca- 
prcity, can yield only 7,000,000 tons, suv 
that there would be at least a million- 
ton shortage. 

Anything that will do away with the 
use of sulphuric acid is given welcome 
and earnest consideration by those who 
are striving to meet the Government's 
war needs. Under the direction of F. W. 
Brown, in charge of fertilizer investiga- 
tions for the Bureau of Soils, it has been 
found entire feasible to:— 

Take sulphuric acid produced by smelt- 
ing phosphate rock in an e'’ectric furnace 
and collecting the acid in an electric 
precipitator. 

Treat an additional batch of phosphate 
rock with this acid and by the process 
produce what is known as ‘‘double acid 
phosphate.” 

The “double acid phosphate’ has a con- 
tent of available phorphoric acid amount- 
ing to 45 or 50 per cent. instead of 16 
per cent., as in the ordinary acid phos- 
phate. As the rock is calcium phosphate 
through this double treatment and the 
expulsion of all sulphites. the product 
must be all phosphate or lime. 

In the Arlington farms laboratory phos- 





phoric avid 99/89 pure Hg PO, has been 
produced. 
Unquestionably this process can be 


used with commercial profit on account 
of the price of sulphuric acid and by the 
producing of double acid phosphate is a 
valuable process for commercial use even 
in normal times. 

The possibility of smelting phoSphate 
rock has been known for many years. 
The new principle of collecting the fumes 
in an electric vrecipitator is original with 
the Bureau of Soils. Chemists are not 
only pleased, but delighted with the way 
the princip'e has been worked out, and 
predict that it means much not only to 
wards meeting the war demands, but to 
the industry in normal times.

MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Oct, 4, 1917. 
The flaxseed market is very soft com- 
pared with the futures and the demand 


for offerings is none to good. Most of 
the seed received comes from Southern 
Minnesota, South Dakota and _ lowa. 


While considerable Kansas seed was re- 
ceived during the week this movement 
seems to be falling off. Offerings to 
arrive continue on a scale that serves to 
weaken the spot and to arrive market 
both. The biggest part of the last rally 
in prices compared with the futures was 
due to the competition of two of the 
large crushing companies. One com- 
pany found itself short of supplies when 
the market was receiving very little seed 
from the country and im an attempt to 
remedy their supply deficiency they bid 
prices up sharply. Others followed and 
it was not until to arrive offerings in- 
lcreased considerably did the situation 
ease up. Once there were signs of the 
country selling at all, freely the buyers 
laid back and prices have gradually 
faded back to the October future level. 
Most of the selling to arrive has been 
for October delivery and during some 
sessions of the market 15,000 bushels or 
more have been traded in. 


A few cars of Montana seed came on 
the market during the past few days and 


they showed good quality. Offerings to 
arrive from Montana and North 
Dakota are very moderate. Producers in 


those States are not loosening up very 
much as yet. Samples received here from 
both Montana and North Dakota is evi- 
dence enough that there is going to be a 
lot of poor seed received from territory 
that is usually depended upon to de- 
liver first-class stuff. In fact, it looks 
as though the crushers would have to 
get along with a very mediocre average 
supply of flaxseed this year. 

While public elevator stocks show 
slight increases from week to week there 
has been no attempt made to freshen up 


private stocks. Practically all of the 
seed taken by crushers has been sent 
directly to mills. A few cars are being 


shipped from here to other points, though 
the weekly total is light, 

So far there has been no Canadian seed 
offered to arrive in this market and 
none is expected to be in the near future. 


Linseed Oil. 


There was no improvement in the de- 
mand for oil during the week. Jobbers 
continued to be the chief customers of 
the crushers and their wants were very 
moderate compared with the amount 
turned out. None of the mills are run- 
ning more than 58 per cent, of capa- 
city and even at that there has been 
some accumulation of supplies in tanks. 
Big buyers repert curtailment of the 
demand for their products and naturally 
their need of oil is lessened accordingly. 
There 1s very little trade in oil for im- 
mediate delivery and none for deferred. 
KEven a decline of 5 to 6 cents in prices 
failed to stimulate interest noticeably. 

Shipments are running somewhat ahead 


of last year’s totals, though they are 
beginning to fall below daily totals of 
a week or so ago. Applications on 


September contracts helped to finish the 
month rather strong in the matter of 
shipping figures and quite a mumber of 
contracts are due during this month. 
Shipping directions are less prompt than 
they were a week ago and while the car 
situation has not bothered much recently 
the crushers are expecting a shortage 
to develop most any time. Private tank 
cars are moving in fair time now, but 
there is no telling how long this service 
will be satisfactory. A shortage of both 
little 


tank and box cars is expected a 
later. 

Crushers paid little attention to the 
fluctuations in seed in making their oil

Linseed Oil Meal. 


The meal market is growing less satis- 
factory as the corn crop matures and 
prices are declining. The sharp advance 
encouraged some quiet buying for de- 
ferred shipment and these contracts help 
to take care of the output now. Fresh 
sales are very moderate and do not fully 
represent the output of the mills, though 
between the fresh and old contracts there 
is no accumulation possible at the 
moment. Shipping directions are mostly 
prompt and the movement is but little 
lighter than it was a year ago. No cake 
is being shipped this year, so in reality 
the meal movement is comparatively 
liberal.

Somebody stepped on the flax market 
yesterday and it broke 11 cents. with 
avidity and rapidity, but today it re- 
covered somewhat, and a still further 
recovery is looked for soon. 
The trouble yesterday was largely 
through heavier receipts coming into 


Duluth, Minneapolis and, Winnipeg than 


have been the custom of late. This is 
the new crop, and it is expected that 
from now on it will roll in in larger 


volume. This fact caused a good deal of 
the seed to be thrown on the market, for 
the crushers were sitting back without 
having much apparent interest in the 
proceedings. Superinducing the jam was 
the rumor that the Canadian crop will 
be considerably larger than was sup- 
posed and that statistic gatherers up to 
this time would be knocked into smither- 


eens. Whether this has foundation in 
fact jis not known; but it served its 
purpose, 

Today, however, the crushers got into 
the market and bought on all breaks. 
This, of course, helped stiffen up the 
price, with the result that there was a 
mild gain. The customers maintain that 
the oil market is still weak, and that 
their buying is merely to obtain sup- 


plies at the lowest prices prevailing now 
as a preventative against being caught; 
otherwise they are not interested. The 
Argentina situation has not, of course, 
cleared yet, and has had but little more 
effect on the market than in the past 
several weeks. But an added bearish fea- 
ture just now is that it is claimed indi- 
cations by ground preparations are that 
a much larger acreage of flax will be 
sown next year on this continent tnan 
in several years past. That, coupled with 
the possibility of a more or less free 
movement of the Argentine heavy crop, 


would mean a big supply of seed and 
much lower markets, 

A good many here are holding onto 
their supplies in the belief that a break 
between Argentina and Germany is al- 
most certain, entailing further restric- 
tions on shipments from the _ former. 
In that event, they believe, prices will 


soar.

New York Produm Eichediit Mem- 
bers Urged to Put an End to 
Speculative Trading in Official 





Notice. 
On Tuesday morning the~- New York 
Producé Exchange, through Edward 


Flash, Jr., vice-president, posted the fol- 


lowing warning against the practice of 
speculative trading in cottonseed oil, in 
view of the attitude of the government 
and of the Food Administration:— 


To the Cotton Ojl Trade:— 

As you well know, the Food Administration 
at Washington is doing everything in its 
power, by regulating production and distribu- 
tion, to keep down the constantly rising prices 
of all food products. 

This advancing tendency of prices is doubt- 
less due, in the main, to the operation of the 
laws of supply and demand, but also partially 
to speculation in foodstuffs of various kind, 

The option market in cottonseed oil on the 
New York Produce Exchange is the only open 
market in the United States for this com- 
modity, and has already conferred with rep. 
resentatives of the cottonseed oil industry upon 
the desirability of closing our -marketgs for 
futures. 

Recognizing, with much wisdom, however, 
the usefulness of an open market that would 
enable producers and refiners to hedge against 
purchases of raw material or sales of manu- 
factured products, and also permit coNsumers 
to hedge against future requirements, it has 
decided for the present to take no action in 
this direction; but while thus recognizing 
what might be called legitimate speculation 
it has expressed its firm determination to sup- 
press hoarding of products Or undue specula- 
tive activity having for its aim the enhance- 
ment of prices, 

Under these circumstances we feel that it 
is the patriotic duty of this exchange to do 
all in its power to further the views and ends 
of the government, and we therefore issue 
this appeal to all our members dealing in cot- 
tonseed oil, either as brokers or dealers, to 
confine their operations to the filling or orders 
from legitimate trade interests and to dis- 
courage all outside or purely speculative opera-~ 
tions, 


Failure to heed this appeal, followed by any 


speculative excesses or activities, will prob- 
ably result in drastic action by the Food 
Administrator and the closing of our option 
market entirely, 

We cannot help but feel that when this 
situation is put before you, both patriotic de- 
Sire to a t the government as wel as en- 


lightened self-interest will secure your hearty 
co-operation, and we shall be glad to receive 
your assurance that you wil respond to this 
appeal in the spirit in which it is made.

The same dullness which has fea 
tured the trade for some time past was 
again in evidence throughout the paint 
market during the past week. ‘The 
general trade was extremely quiet, and 
the policy of buying from hand to 
moutg continues as the main item. 
eae aee as a general rule, is one 
¥, nde: of the season, but to 
daté Ticats @®y activity has been no- 
ticed. Throughout the country there 
is that feeling of uncertainty, and the 
large manufacturers, while doing a 
regular business, report that the trade 
cannot be interested as to future needs. 
The main item of the week was the 
weakness of the linseed oil market and 
the healthy reaction now taking place. 
The decline averaged something like 
4 cents a gallon on spot goods, and a3 
to futures the market was even lower. 
The peculiar thing about this com- 
modity is that the total supply on the 
spot is small; in fact, it is almost im- 
possible at times to tell with certainty 
just what the market is, not enougn 
supply being available to base an ac- 
curate quotation on. Yet there is re- 
selling being done, and the continued 
weakness of the seed market at the 
West has completely upset the entire 
trade. Another odd factor entering 
into this situation is the steadiness ot 
soya bean oil, the substitute for lin- 
seed, in face of the weakness of the 
former commodity. Of course, this iS 
attributed to the shipping situatiou 
and the inability to bring any large 
supply here. However, it just goes to 
illustrate what a peculiar position ex- 
ists at the moment. As is usual with 
linseed oil declining, the trade demand 
keeps small, for it is figured that there 
need be no rush to purchase on a weak- 
ening market, especially with every 
prospect of lower prices eventually. A 
good deal of attention in the trade is 
being given to the position of litho- 
pone. New prices for the coming year 
will be named within a few weeks, and 
there are some interests who maintain 


that this schedule will be well over 
that of last season. High producing 


costs and the various overhead charges 
which go into the manufacture of this 
commodity are given as the basis of 
these claims. It is also pointed out 
that this must eventually take the 
place of XX zinc oxide, which will not 
be available for the use of the paint 
trade after the first of the year. Lead- 
ed zine oxide is to be produced in 
larger quantity, but there is a question 
as to whether this will fill all require- 
ments. At any rate, prices of litho- 
phone now on the spot are held at 
from 6c. to 6%c. per pound, but there 
is not much available, and the manu- 
facturers are making deliveries on 
contracts. Pig lead did not change. 
Business is quiet, and, inasmuch a3 
the consuming trade can enter the 
market at most any time at this level 
particularly as prices are now on the 
basis of the Government bids, it is nv 
wonder that operations along this line 
are limited to requirements. As to the 
pigments, the demand fs also routine; 
in fact, business is the smallest in 
some time. Prices are steady, but, as 
before mentioned, as there is nothing 
in the situation that would suggest 
any important advances in the near 
future, the consuming trade is content 
to buy just as they need supplies. Con- 
tracts for the new French process zinc 
oxide have been closed, and it is under- 
stood that quite a fair volume of busi- 
ness has been placed. The prices now 
in operation are 15ec. to 15%e. per 
pound for white seal, 14c. to 14%c. per 
pound for green seal, and 14c. to 14%c. 
for red seal, these prices being based 
on the quantity desired, and are f. o. b. 
shipping points with actual freight, not 
exceeding 30c. per 100 pounds, allowed 
on carload shipments. <A detailed re- 
port of the important items of the 
trade follows:— 

PIG LEAD.—There was no material 
change in this market during the past 
week. Prices were maintained on the 
basis of 8c. per pound. The demand is 
quiet, and inasmuch as prices are equal 
to the Government bid the consuming 
trade is of the opinion that nothing is 
to be gained by buving ahead in large 


quantities. The opinion is also ex- 
pressed that the production is larger 


than generally thought, a factor which 
accounted mainly for the recent weak- 
ness. 


WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
A'T'E).—Prices were steady for all 
grades, but the general inquiry was 


moderate and the volume of trade dur- 
ing the week continued along routine 
lines. Consumers are not showing in- 
terest beyond their immediate require- 
ments, and while this is generally one 
of the busy months of the year, the 
trade to date has fallen well below the 
usual total. At the close asking prices 
were on the basis of 10@I11c. per pound

mum. The United States Geological 


Survey, Department of the Interior, has 
completed the statistics of white iead 
production in 1916. The output of dry 
white lead was 32,938 short tons, worth 
$4,714,343, as compared to 33,907 tons, 
worth $3,513,856 in 1915. The production 
of white lead, which was ground in oil, 
was 96,041 tons, worth $16,560,137, as 
against 122,194 tons, worth $15,879,835 in 
the previous year. The total output of 
white lead thus showed a loss of 27,122 
tons, or over 17 per cent. in quantity, 
but a gain of $1,880,789, or nearly 10 per 
cert. in value. The annual report of 
one of the largest white lead producers 
says: “The tonnage of white lead sold 
was the lowest in many years, due in 
part perhaps to the activity of com- 
petitors, but chiefly to the checking of 
cousumption by the high prices not 
only of white lead but of linseed oil 
and everything entering into the cost 
of painting, including wages.” 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Prices of this commodity 
during the past weck were maintained 


on the basis of 94@l10c. per pound, 
Which is unchanged from the level of 
a week ago. The demand at the 
moment continues routine, although 


trade interests are of the opinion that 
business will soon show some improve- 
ment, as the various manufacturing 
plants now opening up for the winter 


season and who use this grade in a 
rather large way should be in the 


market for supplies. 

RED LEAD.—In line with the other 
pigments, this commodity presented no 
important price changes during the 
past week. Sellers maintained the 
previous leve! of 11@12\%4c. per pound 
for American red lead, while from 
124% c. to 12%c. per pound was the ruling 
quotation in oil. Manufacturers and 
jobbers are not showing interest, and 
the general trade is routine, with the 
business confined to small lots suffi- 
cient to cover requirements. 

LITHARGE.—Prices held steady ai 
generally unchanged quotations during 
the past week. Sellers at the close 
were asking 10% to 14%4c. per pound, 
this depending entirely pon the quality 
and quantity desired. The demand is 
not particularly urgent, yet there is a 
little inquiry noted for spot goods 
The general tendency, however, on the 
part of consumers is to buy as re- 
quirements demand, or at least to limir 


purchases to nearby needs. There is 
little, if any, buying going on that 
would suggest accumulation of stocks 


for the future. The foreign prices are 
purely in a nominal position. There is 
no stock here to talk of, and the ship- 
ping situation will not permit free im- 
ports at this time. 

ORANGE MINERALS.—Underlying 
conditions in this trade the past week 
displayed no particular change from 
previous market report. The demand 
is a little better, but it is not out of 
the ordinary for this time of the year. 
Asking prices on the spot were main- 


tained on the basis of 13 to 14c. per 
pound, according to the quantity de- 
sired, Foreign prices are entirely nom- 


inal, with no offerings of any account 
on the market. 

ZINC OXIDE.—This trade continues 
along strong lines, and the demand is 
reported as above the average Nu- 
merous contracts have been closed for 
the new process French zinc oxide, 
prices of which are now in force. These 
are on the basis of 15c. per pound for 
white seal in carload lots and 15\%e. 
per pound for less than carload lots, 
1444c. per pound for green seal in car- 
load lots and 145¢c. per pound for less 
than carload lots, and 14c. per pound 
for red seal for carload lots and 14%%e.

CHALK.—The position this mat 
ket remains a nominal one. There is no 
stock on the spot to talk of and when 
offerings do appear they are rapidly ab- 
sorbed, There demand in the mar- 
ket and despite the high prices asked, 
buyers are taking supplies. The ship- 
ping situation is naturally the control- 
ling factor. High freight rates and the

scarcity of steamers will not permit 
free deliveries, and the prospects are 
for limited receipts for some. time. 


Freight room is so scarce that space is 


being given “to other commodities. At 
primary centers the supply is under- 
stood to be plentiful and the cost of 


production cheap enough, but as before 
stated, the various difficulties encoun- 
tered in placing the goods here accounts 


for the big gain in values compared 
with normal times. 

CHINA CLAY.—The tone to this 
market continues irregular. The de- 


mand is. principally for the domestic 
grades, forced, apparently, by the 
Shortage of the foreign qualities. ’rices 
firm and sellers are not offerings con- 
cessions Prices at the close averaged 
from $15 to $20 per ton, according to 
the quality desired. The situation in 
the market has changed considerably in 


the past few months. The shipping 
conditions have prevented important 
imports, with the natura] result that 
stocks decreased and now manufac- 


turers of the domestic product are sup- 


plying the bulk of the demand. For 
eign grades were nominally quoted ai 
from $17.50 to $36 per ton, according 


to the quality and the quantity desired. 

COBALT OXIDE—Strong prices con- 
tinued to feature this trade. While 
there were no important changes ove: 


the week, sellers were not disposed to 
offer concessions and the closing pric« 
averaged from $1.50 to $1.60 per ton, 
according to the quality desired, the 
inside price being for original barrels.

The general tone of the crude petro- 
leum production reports is not particu- 
larly optimistic in character, for the 
September field reports do not indicate 


any immediate increased production 
in a volume sufficient to meet the 
known demands of the government, 
the Allies and of domestic consumers. 
Yet there are bright spots in the re- 
port, for Kansas, thanks to Towanda 
Township and Butler County, is still 


the banner section of the country. The 
coastal fields have dropped off, and 
the high-grade fields of the East just 
about held their own. There was a 
loss of 17 comPleted iwells in the Penn- 
sylvania district over August, and a 
decline in new production of 117 bar- 
rels there. 

Kentucky made the best showing of 
all the fields east of the Mississippi 
River, and, while the completions were 


31 fewer in number than for August, 
the new production climbed 619 bar- 
rels. The extension of the Irvine pool 


into Powell County 
sponsible for this. 

Oklahoma had 211 more completions 
than during the previous month, with 
a total of 645—the largest total so far 
this year—but there was a decrease of 
more than 11,300 barrels in new pro- 
duction. Kansas had three fewer com- 
pletions during August, but the new 
production because of the Butler 
County gushers swept to a total of 
60,200 barrels more than the previous 
month, In new work Kansas also 
gives indication that the October re- 
port will be better than that of Sep- 
ember. 

North Louisiana, with fewer comple- 
tions, increased its new production by 
5,500 barrels, while the Texas 7an- 
handle increased its completions by 21 
and lost 2,300 barrels of new produc- 
tion, as compared with August. The 
Gulf Coast sent its completions up 41 
to a total of 158, but in new produc- 
tion slumped more than 20,000 barrels.

REFINED PRODUCTS. 


All eyes have been turned to Wash- 
ington during the week in view of the 
conference held there on Friday be- 
tween the Federal Trade Commission 
and a group of fifteen refiners repre- 
Senting the largest producers of refined 
products in the country. These men 
showed to the Commission that the fig- 
ures compiled by Federal investigators 

and upon which costs are to be de- 
termined—were representative in that 
important cost contributors were omit- 
ted in the compilation, and, according 
to advices from the Reporter’s Wash- 
ington Bureau, this price report may 
be revised again. It had already been 
sent back to the Commission by Presi- 
dent Wilson for submission to the re- 
finers. 

The first city change in a long time 
was made this week when the price of 
fuel and gas oil—local delivery—was 
advanced a half a cent by the princi- 
pal distributer, making the price 11 and 
1114 cents a gallon. 

The primary markets for the gaso- 
lines and the naphthas are exceedingly 
strong, with supplies very scarce, yet 
the tank wagon prices are holding firm 
without change except jn isolated cases. 

Fuel oil, gas oil and kerosene are also 
strong, and there has been no general 
accumulation of stocks, and no reserve 
accumulation of the distillates, as was 
the case last year.

The 
reason was that after the first three wells the 
Preirie drillers were not allowed to go very 
deep into the oil sand. The same thing hap- 
pened in Butler County. When we saw the 
proauction of the big Trapshooter wells go off 
so rapidly we told our contractors not to go 
over ten feet or fifteen feet in the sand. That 
was done hy the Empire Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany and by the Gypsy Oil Company, and that 
is why their production is holding up, and 
why I believe that it will continue to hold up. 
As both of the wells of the Empire and the 
Gypsy are on the same section as the Trap- 
shooter wells there is no*geological re@aaon why 
the should hold up.

Several important tests are 
due in this pool within the next few days. 


Of General Interest. 


Tulsa oil companies are all represented 
largely in the army contingent which left last 
week and at the officers training camps. The 
Gypsy Oil Company lost three of its employes 
from two departments. The Texas Company 
Yost four and the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
four. The Carter had ten places to fill and 
the Sinclair corporation had six. Neary every 
corporation gave at least one. A, I Aaron- 
son, wealthy casinghead gasoline operator, 
and one of the organizers of the Mid-Co, Petro- 
leum Company, Was refused exemption and will 
go in the contingent leaving October 38 for 
Camp Traxis, Tex., as a private in the ranks 
All of the corporations assured the men that 
their positions would be open fer them when 
they returned. The Carter Oil Company even 
did better than this by agreeing to give the 
wives of married men a ypercentage ov their 
salaries while they are gone, and to give the 
single men a bonus which will be sent to them 
every month 

The plant of the Equality Refining Company 
at Ollton made its initial run during the week. 
It was originally planned te have a_ still 
capacity of 5,000 barrels, but because of con- 
ditions in the steel market and transportation 
blockade, capacity will be 1,000 barrels for 
the present. 

Official notice of the Osage land sale on No- 
vember 12 is being carefully studied by every 
producer in the mid-continent field. There are 
some very tempting tracts offered, and it is 
helieved that the price will go even higher than 
at the last previous sale, when the figures 
were $279 an acre on 47,000 acres. 

Producers, refiners and dealers of ail grades 
of petroleum in Oklahoma, with headquarters 
in Tulsa, have organized the Petroleum Club, 
which is to have weekly meetings. Although 
the social feature of the organization will be 
featured, it will be intensely concerned with 
legislation, taxation, market co ions, wans 
portation and other things. The membership 
list, although the organization is less than a 
week old, already exceeds 150 of the most 
prominent men in all branches of the business, 
and it is believed that the list will exceed 
300 before the middle of October.

Lane Visits Osage. 


The visit of Secretary Lane, of the Interior 
Department, to the Osage Reservation to talk 
to the Indians in their own capital about Osage 
affairs is the first time a Cabinet officer has 
Visited the reservation in more than twenty 
years. Other Secretaries have came to Okla 
homa, but never to the Osage capital. When- 
ever the department had important business 
with the Indians the tribal council was always 
summoned to Washington, and on many occa- 
sions the members of the council resented this. 
Secretary Lane's visit was very pleasing to 
alt of the Indians, and a more amicable under- 
standing was reached after two short confer- 
ences than could have been arrived at from 
months of correspondence The Secretary met 
the Indians in their old village three miles 
from Pawhuska, where many of them still live 
in primitive style, though their annual indi- 
vidual income from royalties and bonuses is 
more than $2,000. During his visit the Secre- 
tary crade speeches in Oklahoma City, Tulsa 
and Pawhuska boosting the Liberty Loan issue 
and urging all of the people to put their 
shoulders to the wheel and help win the war 


Mid-Continent Production. 


During September there was a nice increase 
in the total production of Oklahoma and Kan- 
sas, and during the next month the mid- 
continent district is due to show another in- 
crease due to the good strikes in the Butler 
county, Kan., districts The total production 
for this district was 397, } barels, of which 
275,118 barrels is credite to the Oklahoma 
field, leaving 122,705 barrels to be distributed 
among the various districts in Kansas, 





El Dorado and Towanda, the prolific por- 
tions of the Butler county, Kan., division, are 
credited with 70,115 barrels, and Augusta in 
the same county is making 30,090 barrels, In 
the various districts in the eastern portion of 
the State the daily production for the month 
passed amounted to 22,500 barels, which is a 
large increase from what this division has 
been making. This shows that the El Dorado- 
Towanda district is now the largest producing 
portion of the mid-continent field, 


Healdton, in southern Carter county, the 
leading producing section of the Oklahoma 
field, is credited with 61,958 barrels Next 
comes the Cushing district with 56,905 barrels. 

The Healdton pool is about the only one 
that has been holding its own, and it is off 
5,000 barels daily from a few months ago, 
but the new deep sand may help increase the 
production from this area and the same can 
be said of the Cushing pool, The Osage man- 
ages to hold up fairly well, with 42,000 bar- 
re which igs a decrease of 2,000 barrels daily 
from the previous month. There seems to be 
little hope of an inerease in production in 
Oklahoma at this time. The two new pools 
in the western part of the State are showing 
an increase, but it is not large. The Billings 
pool in Noble county is making 1,076 barrels 
and the Garber pool in arfield county is 
making 1,665 barrels.

EASTERN REVIEW. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 6, 1917. 

A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee for the week shows a slight falling off 
in wells finished, dry holes and gas wells, but 
in new production there is a healthy increase, 
due to the drilling of a number of wells above 


the general average producer. There is no fear 
of an oil shortage, and this production will 
maintained if the oil trade is compelled to 
hunt in new and unknown places to find it. 







The response of the drill since markets ad- 
vanced to a point to make up the difference 
of higher materials has been general and con- 
fined to no one field. 

Despite many failures, many gas wells and 
very light pumpers in the high-grade sections 
are actually maintaining production. In other 

the new production secured daily is 
ient to offset the natural decline in old 


wells, and stocks of grade oils actually gained 






during the past month. Just now drillers, 
toolies, rig builders and teamsters are needed 
more than materials. In many places thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of casing, tubing, rods 
and drive pipe can be seen along railway 
tracks awaiting field workers. Contractors are 
getting their own prices, 1d many operators 
are starting their own Strings of tools, which 


is always a last extremity. 


Without taking into account the heavy grade 





or fuel oils now, production has been gaining 
steadily and will show around 200,000 bar- 
rels over the same calendar dates for last 
year. This means that at least during the 
period of the war neither Uncle Sam nor his 
allies will lack for oil supplies. Much of this 
has come from virgin territory, heretofore 
untested, such as Butler county, Kan., certain 
sections of Oklahoma, Louisiana, Wyoming, 
part of Texas and Louisiana 

Markets the past week have remained firm 


in all fields of the country, but premiums are 





increasing, and this premium incentive, here- 
tofore not playing a part in the high-grade 
fields, is now quite general. As a rule pro- 
ducers are receiving anywhere from 20 cents 
to a dollar. for certain gravity oils. Hence 


actual quotations of the markets are no longer 
a true barometer to oil profits, 

In the older districts of the high-grade fields 
operators continue to look for extensions to 
present defined limits, while the center of the 


fields have been forgotten in the mad rush 
to open something new, and wildcatting is 
going on in every direction, regardless of past 


tests or condemned acreage. Many of these 
wells are far removed from production whatso- 






ever, and if success comes it will mean new 
pools with their great money results, and the 
best chances for this is in the lower counties 
of West Virginia, Kentucky and Tennessee, 
with possibly the northwestern part of Ala- 
bama

September Statistics. 
September proved an active month with the 
drill in all flelds east of the Rocky Mountains, 
although Wyoming and Colorado are not in 
cluded, as no statistics are kept of the de- 
velopment in those two fields, but do not in- 
clude Arkansas, Kansas, Oklahoma Texas, 


Louisiana, and the high-grade fields east of the 


Mississippi River. In the high-grade fields the 
figures show that a total of 777 wells were 
finished, of which 105 were gas wells and 154 
were dry holes, leaving a total of 618 petro 
leum producing wells, with a new daily pro- 
duction of 7,351 barrels. In the Arkansas 
Oklahoma-North Texas-Gulf Coast and Louis 
iana fields, there were 1,266 wells finished 
with 81 gas wells and 3831 dry holes, leaving 
854 producing oil wells with a new daily pro- 


duction of 137,896 barrels, or a grand total 
for all- these fields of 2,043 wells finished, 186 
gas wells and 485 dry holes, or 1,372 produc 
ing oil wells with a daily output of 145,247 
barrels, or the big average of 105 and 11-13 
barrels to the well. This great average is 
astonishing and shows that there is still an 
abundance of the fluid yet in Mother Earth 
to be brought to the surface. These wells

novices in coastal fields. Perhaps two of the 
most encouraging tests are to be found at Rat- 
tlesnake Mound in Brazoria county and in the

After several years of continuous 
work and study a committee, which 
was originally organized by certain 
large buyers and sellers of fats and 
oils, and later reorganized to work as 
the Committee on the (Commercial 
Analysis of Fats and Oils of the 
American Chemical Society, has 
tdopted a series of tentative standards 
which are published herewith.

The routine 
method given in the note has been placed 
imone the methods, although not adopted 
as a standard method, for the reason that 
it is in use in some laboratories regu- 
larly. It should be pointed out, however, 
that the method cannot be considere:| 
accurate for the reason that insoluble 
impurities may vary from sample to 
sample to a considerable extent and the 
error due to the presence of large parti- 
cles of insoluble impurities is thus trans- 
ferred to the soluble mineral matter. 


Free Fatty Acids. 


The free fatty acid method adopted is 
eufficiently accurate for commercial pur- 
poses. In manv rontine Ieboratories the 
fat or oil is measureg@ and not weighed, 
but the committee recommends weighing 
the sample in all cases. For scientific 
purpeses the result is often expressed as 
“acid number,’ meaning the number of 
milligrams of KOH required to neutralize

Titer. 


At the present time the prices of gly- 


cerol and caustic potash are abnormally

preparing the fatty acids and is recom-

Fifty grams of fat are saponified 
with 60 c.c. of a solution of two parts 
of methyl aicohol to one of 50 per 
cent. NXaOH~ The soan is Aried, pul- 
verized and dissolved in 1,000 c.c. of 
water in a porcelain dish and then 
decomposed with 25 c.c. of 7% ner cent. 
sulphurie acid. The fatty acids are 
boiled until clear oil is formed and 
then collected and settled in a 150 c.c. 
beaker and filtered into a 50 cc. 
beaker. They are then heated to 130° 


degrees C. as rapidly as possible with 


stirring and transferred after they 
have cooled somewhat to the usual 
1x4-inch titer tube.

British Saved $2,500,000 From 
Glycerine Waste in Garbage From 
Army Camps. 


While the English-made glycerine was 
$290 per ton, the United States fixed their 
figure at $1,200 per ton, according to the 
report of the British Quartermaster's 
Department. During the first month the 
scheme was put into operation, a 
weekly return to the army for camp 
refuse was made of $9,000. In January 
of this year the weekly amount in- 
creased to $47,500, representing approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 annually returned to the 
army for waste rations. The production 
ut glycerine from these waste camp 
products enabled the Ministry ot Muni- 
tions to dispense with over 1,000 tons of 
foreign glycerine at a saving in cost of 


$900,000.

Drug and Chemical Historical Record 
to Be Prepared by Special Army 
Board. 


Washington, Oct, 6, 1917. 

Whatever new in medical science and 
in the use of drugs is developed by the 
American participation in the European 
war is to be recorded as an historical 
record for the guidance of the drug and 
chemical interests of this country. This 
work has been undertaken under the di- 
rection of Surgeon General William C. 
Gorgas. He has established a_ special 
board to carry on this work, composed 
of Col. C. C. MeCulloch, librarian of the 
Army Medical Library; Maj. F. H. Garri- 
son, assistant librarian, in direct charge 
of work on this drug and medicine his- 
tory, and Capt. John S. Fulton, secretary 
of the Maryland State Board of Health, 
who will have charge of the statistical 
work. Reports will be received from hun- 
dreds of trained chemists who are in di- 
rect touch with the medical developments 
of the war, while performing valuable 
services for the government.

Distinguished From the Drug of 


Commerce. 


Ernest J. Parry, B. 8., F. I. C., F. C. 8. 
of London, has made an analysis of a 
sample of American cannabis indica, 
grown in South Carolina with United 
States Government co-operation, and 
finds that the American product is in- 
distinguishable from the cannabis in- 
dica of commerce. His report was:— 

I am now in a position to report on the 
sample of American cannabis received from 
you on May 18 marked:—‘‘American cannabis 
from Carolina Drug Gardens, grown under 
U. S. Government co-operation.’’ 

(1) This sample contains 11.5 per cent. of 
seeds. This proportiion is quite a fair average 
for a good quality cannabis indica, 

(2) I find this sample to contain 15.3 per 
cent. of oleo resin. ‘This proportion is quite 
good, many samples of Indian hemp contain- 
ing less than this, although some samples 
contain rather mire. The probability is that 
the same holds good for the American, 





(3) I find no difference between this oleo resin 
and that from ordinary cannabis indica. 

(4) A series of physiological tests have been 
made, with the following results:—The can 
nabis was made into a tincture according to 
the prescription of the British Pharmacopeia, 
Normal doses were administered to dogs, both 
per os and also by means of intravenous in- 
jection, Well-marked physiologica] symptoms 
were produced within one hour in the case of 
the injection per os, the second injection rap 
idly killing the animal by cardio-inhibition

account. 

The general tone of the drug market 
was dull. Buyers are not trying to 
contract for supplies, but are securing 
them as definite needs develop from 
time to time, and on this account lit- 
tle new business is reported. With-< 
drawals on contract, of course, con- 
tinue. Trading is also hampered by 
the extremely small stocks of some 
goods now on spot, and there would 
seem to be no immediate prospects ot 
relief from this situation. The gov- 
ernment is receiving preference in all 
matters of transportation, which, at 
best, is in a bad state and little pros- 
pect of the speedy replenishing of 
stores of crude drugs is seen. for 
this reason many articles are in a 
nearly nominal position, and in ‘spite 
of the continued quiet demand, prices 
high 


are maintained at unusually 
levels. 
Stocks of gum opium are steadily 


diminishing, and this condition has al- 


ready had its effect on the market 
on morphine. Leading manufacturers 
advanced their prices sharply during 


the week, assigning the rise to the lack 
of the raw gum. Codeine has not yet 
advanced. 

Quinine is quiet, but steady and the 
same prices are quoted by manufac- 
turers as last week. Stocks are small 
and little is in second hands. Cocaine 
was quieter than usual, but there was 
no change in price. The sulphate and 
phosphate of caffeine declined. 

Acetanilid was stronger and price 
was advanced sharply. Acetphenetidin 
continued to decline under lack of in- 
terest. Castor oil was higher, New- 
foundland codliver oil declined, sup- 
plies being easier. Silver nitrate was 
weaker on account of the decline in 
the metal, and the price fell of steadily 
during the week. Phenolphthalein 
again declined under lack of interest 
and continued quiet demand, 

Glycerine was strong early 
week, and manufacturers 
their prices to new high levels. To- 
ward the close, however, some pres- 
sure to sell on the part of second hands 
forced the price down again to the 
same levels reported last week. 

The entire list of botanicals was 
quiet during the week, with hardly any 
exceptions. Few important revisions 
of prices occurred.

Taken-as a whole, the market for 
coal tar dyes and intermediates can be 
termed strong without fear of contra- 
diction, with the reservation that there 
are possibly one or two materials which 
indicate a tendency to weaken slightly 
under a slackening in demand, as in 
the cases of benzidine sulphate and 
dimethylaniline. But even those ex- 
amples of softness are believed to be 
merely temporary and incident to the 
fact that consumers are stocked up for 
the present. Acid H is another mate- 
rial showing some effect under a de- 
mand that is not active enough to lift 
the market out of its appearance of 
dullness. 

Movement of materials generally jnto 
consuming chanels hnas, however, been 
in a steady stream, and the volume of 
new inquiries and orders has been such 
as to sustain the strong technical po- 
sition of the coal tar dyes and inter- 
mediates as a unit. One of the unusu- 
ally strong features of the situation is 
that to be found in the position of 
anthracene, which is growing scarcer 
on a pressure of buying demands. This 
material may be obtained only on large 
contracts, while all small lots offered 
are quickly withdrawn from the mar- 
ket by eager buyers. ‘Toluol makers 
are pretty well sold out, and the de- 
mand for phenol continues unabated 
from domestic sources, with offers 
quickly absorbed, There are numerous 
good-sized inquiries in from Italy and 
Japan which are held up temporarily 
by the shipping situation. 

Heavy inquiries from consuming in- 
terests continue to flow into the mar- 
ket for aniline oil and aniline salts, but 
few large orders have been placed and 
the materials mentioned showed a 
slight shading toward the close of the 
week, though this is regarded as a 
merely temporary’ condition which 
may be overcome at any time by a re- 
sumption of large ordering. Dinitro- 
toluol gives indications of having con- 
siderable strength underlying the pres- 
ent market condition. The demand for 
this material is good and the tone is 
very firm. Similar conditions exist rel- 
ative to the situation in orth-nitro- 
toluol, which shows continued firmness 
and uw steady demand from consumers, 
An upward tendency is seen in diph- 
enylamine, of which several fair-sized 
lots were disposed of within the week 
at a shade higher figure than has here- 
tofore prevailed. Foreign buying has 
created a more active appearance in 
the market for monochlorbenzol, and 
several good orders have been placed, 
while some good inquiries are in hand, 

With the conditions outlined obtain- 
ing, it seems an assured fact that price 
levels will hold at their present posi- 
tions without material change through. 
out the week should no unforeseen de- 
velopment occur. 

ACID H.—Production of Acid H. con- 
tinues large, while buying is not on a 
large scale, though it may be said to 
be about normal. Dullness is the out- 
standing feature of the market gener- 
ally. Prices continue to be held at the 
previous level of $2.25 to $2.75. 

ACID NAPHTHIONIC.—On a con- 
tinued good inquiry and a fair volume 
of business disposed of, this material 
displays a _ steady tone with prices 
firmly held at $1.75@1.85 per pound for 
the spot refined commodity. The gen- 
erally quoted price for the crude, f. 0. 


b. the works, is $1.50, with fair busi- 
ness in sight. 
ACID SULPHANIC. — Unchanged 


from previous levels, prices are hold- 
ing firm for acid sulphanic, with a 
steady tone to the market in the face 
of a dearth of large orders and quiet 
business as a whole. Holders are al- 
most unanimous in asking 34c. for spot 
goods. 

ALPHA - NAPHTHOL, — There is 
practically no alpha-naphthol in sight, 


none being offered for sale and there 
being practically no buyers pressing 
for supplies. Prices are, therefore, a 


matter of supposition, the last previous 

quotation of $2.25 being given. 
ANILINE OIL.—Consuming §inter- 

ests continue to be heavy inquirers in 


the market for this quality, but few 
large orders have been placed and to- 
ward the close of the week oil was 
available at 26%c. per pound, with an 
extra charge for (irums, the quotation 
including drums being 28c. The mar- 
ket generally presents an easy tone, 
and there are few indications of any 


immediate stiffening.

Few, if any, small lots are to be found 
in the market, and the commodity that 
is available may be had only on large 
contracts. Several large sales are re- 
ported to have been made during the 
week at a price slightly better than 60c. 

PETANAPHTHOL. — The spot un- 
sublimed in this market is getting more 
searce, with the consequent tendency 
to stiffen the market to a point of good 
strength. Prices took a slight advance 
within the last few days, and un- 
sublimed betanaphthol is now quoted at 
68@i70e. per pound, as against a price 
of about 8c. to 5c. lower in the previous 
few days. First hands and dealers are 
confident that the prices will continue 
on an upward scale, as the demand con- 
tinues good from both foreign and do- 
mestic sources. Several large sales, 
one for upward of five tons, were made 
recently for export. Domestic buyers 
are gradually cleaning up what small 
lots are in the market. 

BENZADINE SULPHATE. — There 
was a slight drop in the prices in this 
market, due partly to a slackening in 
demand from both foreign and domes- 
tic sources. Quotations are $1.40@1.50 
per pound, as against $1.60@1.70. 


BENZOL.—The reported placing by 
the Government of a huge order for 


picric acid gave support to what was 
otherwise a sagging market in benzol, 
with the result that prices regained a 
fraction of their losses. From 52\%4c. to 
55c. per gallon for the pure commodity 
prices slumped in the middle of the 
week to about 50c. After the report 
s received of the placing of the Gov- 
erlmment picric acid order, quotations 
juinped back to about the position they 
had held at previously, closing on Sat- 
urdey at 58@55e. A further stiffening 
is looked for in some quarters. 

CREOSOTE OIL.—Large purchases 
by the Government during the week 
has given some stimulus to the market 
for creosote oil. The tone of the prices 
may be regarded as firmly held at a 
slight advance to 31@32\%4c. per gailon 
for the 25 per cent. test. 

DIMETHYLANILINE.—This market 
presents a dull appearance and under 
lack of active demand prices took a 
slight downward turn, quotations being 
57@60c. 

DIPHENYLAMINE. — Several fair- 
sized lots of this commodity were sold 
during the past week in this market, 
with the prices taking a further up- 
ward tendency to $1.00@1.10. Demand 
is not pressing. 

DINITROCHLOR-BENZOL.—Several 
orders were placed during the week by 
foreign buyers for dinitrochlor-benzol, 
quotations being 42@45c. per pound.

70 tons of acid, valued at about $21,050, 
was imported: practically all of this was 
received from Canada.

tons, va'ued at $404,784. The exports,

While the general tone of the market 
for dyes shows the continued firmness 
noticeable for some time past, there are 
indications of decided strength in some 
portions of the market, which fact is 
larzely due to a growing scarcity of 
supplies of the qualities in question. 
Lack of sufficient ocean transportation, 
coupled with the excessive freights de- 
manded for what transportation there 
is available, is another factor that has 
had, on the other hand, a tendency to 
give a dull appearance to business in 
some qualities, having almost totally 
barred the taking of foreign business 
which is offered and also having hin- 
dered the receipt of stocks. There have, 
however, been arrivals during the week 
of several good-sized shipments of 
cochineal, and several of logwood are 
expected soon. The high cost of pro- 
duction has served to keep producers 
from an over or large production of 
some of the other qualities. 

Antimony salts present a noticeable 
indication of the position of the market 
as a whole, being strong and showing 
a tendency to go to higher prices. Some 
small lots of the 65 per cent. quality 
have been disposed of at a price of 
68c. per pound. Quotations for the 
other grades are nominal where ob- 
tainable. Prussiate of potash received 
a decided stimulus, and shows more 
strength of activity under the removal 
by the Government of the export em- 
bargo on this commodity. Several or- 
ders for five-ton lots were taken and 
there are numerous large inquiries in 
the market from Japan, but the ques- 
tion of ocean transportation here again 
interferes. Prices for the yellow qual- 
ity are $1.25@1.30 per pound, and there 
have been several large lots sold for 
foreign account at the latter figure. 
Prussiate of soda shows a heavier de- 
mand, but no change in price, aS sup- 
plies available are adequate, though 
not excessive. The bichromates present 
but little material change, with sev- 
eral large lots offered and readily ab- 
sorbed at 26@2614c. per pound for the 
soda and 45@56c. for potash. German 


aliuvial potash is offered at $325 per 
pound. Jambier has underlying 
strength, as spot stocks are growing 
gradually scarcer and prices are a 


shade higher, with 1614@17c. per pound 
obtainable. 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Buying of 
acetate of soda shows no improvement, 
what transactions are put through being 
more or less of the kind desigred to 
fill urgent needs. Makers and second- 
hands, however, continue to hold firm 
on their prices and all concessiens are 
refused. Spot supplies are scanty, but 
sufficient to meet requirements. Busi- 
ness can be done at the unchanged 
price of 1142@12c. per pound. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—The upward 

movement in antimony salts appears 
to be continuing, and the strength of 
the market jis based upon the lack of 
any available stocks worthy of notice. 
Prices quoted are almost wholly nom- 
inal where they can be obtained. Most 
transactions are matters of ole con- 
_tracts or private dealings. For some 
small lots of 65 per cent. a price of 
68c. per pound was obtained, and there 
are no average prices to be had for 
the 75 per cent. or 47 per cent. 

BICHROMATES. Little maeteria} 
change occurred in the market for 
bichromate of soda and bichromate of 
potash, with available stocks equaling 
the demand. Several fair-sized iots of 
both were offered and readily absorbed 
at 26@26%c. for the soda and 45@46c. 
for the potash quality. German allu- 
vial potash commands $325 per pound 
at present, with only smal! lots in sight. 
Domestic buying conpirnups to lead the 
trading and there are good foreign in- 


quiries in hand, but the question of 
transportation also affects this busi- 
ness as it does others. 

COCHINEAL.—Several large ship- 


ments of silver cochineal were received 
here during the week and there was a 
subsequent slump in price of this com- 
modity. Quotations for the silver are 


h2@b0c. per pound, while rosy black 
stards at 65@69c., with gray black 


offered at 62@63c. Demand is good and 
the market rules firm. 
DIVI-DIVI.—The conditions in the 
market for divi-divi present but slight 
change from those which ruled in the 
previous week. While the stocks on 
hand have shown no perceptible in- 
crease, there has been a very small 
increase in demand, but not sufficient 
to bring about,a change in quotations, 
which are $65@68 per pound, with a 
possibility that some business may be 
done at slight concessions, depending 
on the position of the consumer and 
the quantity desired. Small lots un- 
doubtedly will command better than 
the quotations given. 
EGG ALBUMEN.—Growing scanti- 
ness of supplies of egg albumen, with 


a somewhat larger demand, have re- 
sulted in a slight advance in quota- 
tions for this commodity, prices gen- 
erally being $1.03@1.07 per pound, de- 
pending upon the quality. The re- 
stricted number of offers of egg albu- 
men is taken an indication that 
holders are seeking to establish fur- 


as 


ther high levels for the material. The 
blood albumen is higher in price also, 
being quoted at 54@55c., with really 
none in sight, as stocks in hand are 
being disposed of generally through 
private agreement. 

GAMBIER.—Spot delivery of this 


commodity commands a price of 16%@ 
17c. at present, being a shade higher 
than the previously prevailing quota- 
tion and indicating that available 
stocks are materially reduced. The 
tone of the market indicates underly- 
ing strength, though business is not on 
a large scale and offerings are firmly 
held. Difficulty in getting bottoms and 
excessive freights are factors which 
tend to keep transactions on a small 
scale and the market, therefore pre- 
sents a dull appearance. Futures may 


be purchased at a slight concession, 
but dealers are not inclined to accept 
future business to a great extent 


largely because of the above mentioned 
difficulty of transportation. 

LOGWOOD.—With supplies on the 
spot rather small and the question of 
shipments unsettled because of the 
scarcity of ocean transportation, the 
market for logwood has a sagging ap- 
pearance, with quotations largely 
nominal, Iexpectations that several 
good-sized shipments may arrive this 
week served to stimulate a little of 
the flagging interest, but movement 
toward a betterment was _ indicated. 
If anything, prices drooped slightly 
and are now 17%@19c. per pound for 
the solid. The others are nominally 
unchanged. What business is trans- 
acted is solely for old accounts. 

MYRABOLANES.—Prices and con- 
ditions are generally unchanged in the 
market for myrabolanes, with spot 
stocks continuing low and quotations 
at $64@65, according to the quality de- 
sired. Business small and offers 
limited. 

PRUSSIATE OF SODA.—There was 
a heavier demand for this commodity,

but, as supPlies on hand were ade- 
quate, there was no occasion for a 
further upward movement in prices, 


and the market may generally be re- 
garded as firm in tone. Good sales 
are reported at 35@38c. per pound. 
PRUSSIATE OF POTASH. The 
partial lifting by the government of 
its embargo on the yellow prussiate 
of potash has resulted in a tendency 
to develop strength on more buying 
activity for foreign account. Prices 
are $1.25@1.30 per pound. Several or- 
ders for five-ton lots have been taken 


in the local market, and there is a 
large demand from Japan, but, as 
there is a lack of tonnage to that 
country, the orders are unplaced. All 


small quantities of the commodity are 
grabbed off immediately by waiting 
orders upon making their appearance. 

STARCH.—Demand for starch shows 





a slight increase over the previous 
week, and there is just about stocks 
enough to meet needs. Prices are 
firmly held and unchanged. The mar- 
ket as a whole shows steadiness in 
tone in anticipation of the coming in 
of the fall crop within the next few 
weeks.

What may be termed the outstand- 
ing feature of the chemical market dur- 
ing the week was the sharp down- 
ward turn taken by caustic soda after 
the laying by the government of an 
export embargo on that commodity and 
the eqnally quick partial recovery made 
on a fair volume of good buying. Soda 
ash suffered slightly in sympathy with 
the situation in the caustic material and 
likewise made a fair recovery. The 
betterment in the market for blue 
vitriol on a shortage of stocks and an 
improvement in the position of the cop- 
per metal market, was worthy of note. 
While alum displayed q stronger turn 
and gives, at present, a promise of fur- 
ther stiffening on scanty supplies, a 
contrast was made in the decided eas- 
ing in the chlorate of potash position. 
The latter declineq and, it is predicted 
by some in the trade, will continue to 
take a sharp drop under the laying of 
an absolute export embargo on it bs 
the government. The conditions in re- 
gard to bleaching powder, fresh ma- 
terial, are such as to give little hope 
for a betterment at present, while old 
stuff may be purchased at about any 
figure the buyer offers. Quietness rules 
in saltpeter, with prices and conditions 
unchanged. Arsenic manufacturers are 
Well sold ahead and are not disposed to 


quote futures at all. 
CHEMICALS. 
ACETATE OF LIME.—With a con- 
tinued large demand from foreign 
sources and an equally large volume 


of business from domestic consumers, 
the market for acetate of lime has de- 
veloped more firmness. Prices remain 
generally unchanged, however, at $6.00 


@$6.05 per hundred pounds. Supplies 
continue to equal the demand, and 
round lots still may be had on the 


basis of about 1lc. per pound for spot 
Several large foreign shipments were 
made during the week. 

ALUM.—This market displays a 
stronger tendency than has been no- 
ticeable for several weeks. While 
manufacturers and dealers are not 
asking higher prices for the commod- 
ity, they are firmer on their quota- 
tions. Lump ammonia alum continues 
to be had for 4%@5c., while the 
ground is 4%@5c. Powdered alum is 
selling for 54@5'%c. per pound. The 
strengthening of the market tone gen- 
erally is due to a good demand and 
the fagt that supplies are none too 
plentiffl.

first experimental unit of this Federal 
plant, progress is being made by a spe- 
cial War Department detail at work on 


the plans. 

All that the interdepartmental commit- 
tee headed by Secretary Baker is yet 
ready to say about the location of the 
first $4,000,000 plant is that it will be in 
Southwestern Virginia or territory con- 
tiguous thereto, as has been previously 
stated in the Reporter. That the com- 
mission is approaching a decision, how- 
ever. is indicated by three facts, which 
the Reporter has elicited this week. 

Samples of water from several sites, 
which the commission asks to have kept 
secret for a short time yet, have been 
tested at the laboratory of the Bureau of 
Soils in an effort to make sure of a sat- 
isfactory water supply when the location 
is determined. 

The J. G. White Construction and En- 
gineering Company, an international con- 
struction concern, is co-operating with 
the special nitrate committee on plans 
for the plant, and these have been prac- 
tically O. K.’d, so that the actual work 
of building can begin as soon as the site 
is finally chosen, 

The General Chemical Company of New 
York is working on the process for fixa- 


tion of atmospheric nitrogen which was 
officially anncunced by Secretary Baker 
several weeks ago. While the members 
of the committee will not say so, the 


opinion is given that the entire force for 
the operation of the plant has been prac- 
tically decided upon and that the chemi- 
ical apparatus and equipment will be 
ready before the building can be erected.

Developments in the fertilizer trade 
during the past week failea to bring 
forth any important changes of note. 
The general undertone was a little 
steadier, but the volume of business 
continues along routine lines, with con- 
sumers following a conservative policy, 
buying as requirements demand and 
paying little attention to the future. 
Prices are so high as to prevent im- 
portant dealings, especially as the pre- 
dictions are that, if anything, a reaction 
must take place and that the top of the 
upward movement has been reached. 
There are various influences at work 
which also must be taken into consider- 
ation, all of which suggest that further 
material gains at this time, excepting 
for certain commodities, are not likely. 
The export situation is one of these. 
The great trouble is the securing of 
licenses, particularly for shipments to 
parts of Northern Europe. These are 
not to be had freely, and when they are 
granted it is only after weeks of careful 
investigation and absolute surety that 
the shipments will not in any way find 
a route to the Central Powers. The 
fish scrap and oil industry seems to 
have suffered a serious setback. The 
government new proposes to take over 
all the remaining fishing craft operat- 
ing in Southern waters for their own 
use, and naturally this means the end 
of the trade for the period of the war. 
There is at present a large delegation 
of fertilizing interests at Washington 
in conference with the officials, in the 
hopes that something will be done that 
operations may continue, even on a 
limited scale, until the end of the sea- 
son. From a market point of view the 
situation is decidedly strong. Prices are 
now at the highest in years, Stocks at 
all points are small, and, in fact, at 
present prices, few consumers are in a 
position to use fish manure During 
the: week sales were reported here on 
the basis of $6.50@6.65 and 10 for fish 
scrap of 100-pound lots, dried, 11 per 
cent. ammonia and 14 per cent. bone 
phosphate, f. 0. b. Baltimore. Nitrate 
of soda has dropped to a purely nomi- 
nal position, and the sales are mainly 
on private terms. However, some busi- 
ness was heard of as low as $4.65 per 
100 pounds, and from this point sales 
were made up to $5 per 100 pounds, In 
view of prevailing conditions the supply 
on the spot is about exhausted, and the 
offerings coming on the market from 
time to time command all sorts of 
prices. The shipping situation does not 
improve, and the large interests here 
are devoting most of their attention to 
the deliveries of goods on contract 
made some. time ago. Prices are so 
high that few, if any, operators care to 
take the chance and carry important 
surplus supplies. There is no telling 
when the political conditions will turn, 
and the least sign of this would un- 
doubtedly force a good break, especially 
as the prospects of securing increased 
shipping facilities become apparent. 
The position of sulphate of ammonia 
ruleq exceptionally firm, and this grade 
proved to be one of the strongest on 
the list. Sales of 1,000 tons were re- 
ported at $7.25 per 100 pounds, this 
being about the best reached on the 
upward movement. Much of this busi- 
ness was credited to foreign account, 
but, as before mentioned, the great 
trouble is in making arrangements for 
shipments. The bulk of the domestic 
consuming trade is supplied, and the 
large production going on is mainly for 
deliveries on contract. Blood and tank 
age presented a little steadier tone, and 
the feeling at the West, according to 
reports, was also a little better, although 
prices diq not change materially. A 
serious break these prices would un 
doubtedily have occurred were the large 
manufacturers of the South in the 
market to any extent, particularly when 





the weakness of cottonseed meal is con 
sidered, These interests would have 
been forced to meet the reaction of this 
commodity. As to phosphates, condi 
tions prevailing a week ago were again 
in evidence The tone continues firm 
and the offerings are extremely limited 
The same is true of potashes, and what 
ittle business is passing is mainly on 
private terms Chemical interests art 
not giving particular attention at this 
time.

FISH SCRAP.—Prices quoted in this 
market are probably among the strong- 
est on the list. From all accounts the 
catch of Menhaden in Southern waters 
continues extremely small and now 
that the government intends to take 
over all the remaining boats, accord- 
ing to advices, used in this industry, 
it Means practically the ending of the 
trade. Many of the large fish factories 
are now closed down, while those still 
in operation are asking high prices for 
the remaining light supplies. The de- 
mand is good and naturally a_ firm 
tone prevails. Another strong item 
which must be taken into considera- 
tion is the fact that competition from 
other ammoniates this season is about 
out of the Poe a and concessions 
are not likely to be given at any time. 
Asking prices at hoa close ranged from 
$6.50 to 6.65 and 10 per unit of ammonia 
for fish scrap dried, 11 per cent. am- 
monia and 14 per cent. bone phosphate, 
f. o. b. Baltimore. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Much irregu- 
larity prevailed in this trade during 
the week just closed. Prices were 
quoted on a nominal basis and the 
range Of quotations averaged from $4.65 
to $5 per 100 pounds on the spot, small 
sales being reported at this range. For 
futures, 95 per cent., a nominal price 
of $5 per 100 pounds was quoted. The 
general market situation was without 
particular change, however. The sup- 
ply on the spot is extremely small and 
naturally consumers are not anxious to 
buy aheal to any extent, in view of 
the unusualiy high level now prevail- 
ing. Large interests here are making 
regular deliveries on contract. The 
freight situation is still a hig factor 
and the prospects are for limited re- 

‘ipts for some time. Notwithstanding 
the recent labor troubles in Chile, now 
ended, but resulting in the stopage of 
work for some days, last month’s out- 
put reached 248,500 tons compared with 
242,800 tons in Aurust, 1916, and 240,400 
tons in 1913, before the war. It will 
thus be seen that scarcity of coal has 
not prevented production from exceed- 
ing the total in piping times of peace. 
Last month’s shipments having, also 
in spite of the supposed dearth of ton- 
nage, been 248,000 tons, against 170,000 
tons in 1916, the stocks in Chile remain 
practically unaltered at the unusually 
high figure of about 900,000 tons, or 3% 
months’ output. Of the quantity ship- 
ped in August, at one time expected 
to reach 300,000 tons, but curtailed 
through the port strikes, 123,009 tons 
went to Europe, and 125,000 tons to the 
United States, whose requirements for 
belligerent purposes are, as anticipated 
on an enormous = scale. Fabulous 
freights are asked by the compara- 
tively few available nitrate carriers, 
about 200s. per ton being quoted to the 
United Kingdom and French Atlantic 
ports, and 220s. to Western Mediter- 
ranean, compared with about 20s. and 
s., respectively, for steamers before 
the war. A striking advance in the 
value of the Chilean currency has been 
made the excuse for an even more sen- 
sational enhancement of f. o. b. prices, 
ordinary nitrate for prompt shipment 
heing actually quoted about 13s 94., 
and refined 14s., per quintal, a rise of 
over half a crown per quintal within 
a month. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTA.—A 
stronger market was reported during 
the past week and the advances car- 
ried prices to the top of the upward 
movement. At the close asking prices 
were on the basis of $7.150@7.25 per cwt., 
and early in the week sales of 1,000 
tons were reported at $7.25 per cwt. 
Futures also closed at this level. From 
all accounts there is a little better for- 
eign demand and the offerings were 
not quite ‘so liberal as recently. The 
production here is large enough but 
manufacturers are in need of liberal 
supplies to fill orders contracted for 
some time ago. The export trade is 
by no means heavy and the fact that 
licenses are so difficult to obtain, par- 
ticularly to countries of Northern Eu 
rope, accounts for this situation. Lat 
est advices as to the Liverpool market 
stated that the great majority of the 
sulphate that is being 
into home agriculture, only very small 
parcels being released for shipment 
from time to time Farmers, of 
have been long forewarned of 
the coming advance, and probably the 
increase will not make much change in 
the demand.
